minutes late, had not passed. The head 
brnkemnn on the freight, who was about 
four cars from the engine, says Con-, 
ducttor MeAnna assumed the throttle 
himself on leaving Marshall, ami was 
running the engine when the collision 
occurred. Tlie trains met two miles 
west of Norton, on a curve, surmounting 
a high embankment. 

AYhen the crash came, the smoker nnd 
diner telescoped turned to one side, and 
went by the baggage express car. and 
the engine, and down an embankment. 
Few in this car were injured. In tin; 
chair cat- half a dozen received scratches! 
and bruises, but the greater number of 
victims were in the tourist car. This 
car telescoped and fell on top of the 
engine. The passengers were scalded by 
steam. Tiie chair ear piled up near by. 
The Pullman and observation ear re- 
mained on the track. The occupants 
quickly went to work to aid tlie injured 
in Ihe forward ears. The tourist sleep- 
er and tlie chair car euughl tire, and 
were completely burned. The baggage 
car was completely wrecked am] the 
freight cars were piled up on both en- 
gines and caught tire.

The party stopped at 
a deserted Boor farm about four miles 
out, and I. lor curiosity's sake, rode out 
to a ridge about half a mile awny from 
the wagg.oi*.

At first I 
thought they were some of our fellows, 
and snt down to watch them. When 
tlmy came nearer I saw they were Boers 
out scouting.

"I was within range of their rifles and 
knew if I made a bolt for it they would 
get mo so 1 concealed myself in the grnss 
and waited.

They reined their horses up so sharply 
that they Were almost thrown over the 
animals' hends. It was laughable but 
1 did not appreciate tlie joke at the time 
Cp went their hands, but how to get rid 
of their ritles was the problem. I 
knew no Dutch, but I shouted to them I.. 
drop their rilles. Thev made no im.v <>, 
an. I I shouted again. Still no move. So 
I threatened to lire if thev did not drop 
them instantly. Their rifles which they 
had been carrying over the pommels ,,f 
their saddlrs, dropped to the ground in 
a hurry. 1 came out from the grass, and. 
still covering them with my revolver.

''Where nre the /rest of them." sniil one 
of them, who understood Kii'-'Msh.

The surgeons refused to 
remove it. and the wound healed in three 
weeks, and he rejoined his regiment. 
He wilf taken ill again with (lie rheu- 
matic .fever at Johannesbiurg and was in- 
valided home. lie arrived in England mi 
tlie 10th of December, where tlie bullet 
was located by the "X" rays nnd re- 
moved. The bullet had worked its way 
down to the ankle, but had caused him 
no trouble. He arrived home on the 
17th of Pebrnarv, 

The story of Corporal Gee's capture 
was related last September, hut the 
news of ttie exploit came by cablegram 
nnd lacked detail.

This ambition of the 
Muscovite which is centred in the pos- 
session of the noly places—the cause be-

For the occupation of Palestine by Rus- 
sia would menu the severance in twain 
of the British Rmpiro, her most foi-uiil- 
nble rival, and her capture of a position 
from which the hegemony of the world 
could escape her. 

Russians am quite outspoken upon the 
subject of their ambitions. Only the

in China on the ground that Russia's 
interests were vastly greater and more 
vital in tb" Near East.

He 
lias covered it twice and the onlv Inconven- 
ience mis a flelay of three weeks at Meshed 
before permission could bo obtained for the 
use of tlie Trans-Caspian ratrrw .i. but 
this difficulty would not stand in the way 
of travelers from India who wo -1.1 make 
necessary arrangements for passports before 
starling on t heir journey. 

Itouguty speaking, tlie overland route de- 
scribed by Cunt.

MR, BORDEN'S POLICY. 



■Mr. Borden, leader of the Conserva- 
tive party, has lately made a speech at 
.Halifax, which being bis lirst important 
address since parliament was prorogued 
is worthy of special attention. He said 
among other things that great corpora- 
tions and trusts seem necessary for the 
proper development of the Dominion, but 
these should be governed and should not 
be allowed to govern the country. There 
is no doubt that Mr. Borden is right 
as to the desirability of keeping the 
great corporations under control. We 
have in Canada very little of corpora t io~:i 
rule, as the people of the United States 
understand it. In that country they 
dominate legislatures, courts and even 
the judiciary to nn extern which seems 
at first sight Incredible to an outsider. \ 1 "'" ML ' l ' t 
This domination is not necessarily cor- 
rupt. Large corporations tire aide to 
attract to their service the strongest men, 
'ttn<l thus ittv able to create and control 
public sentiment. They are able to lend 
politicians their powerful aid and hence 
can control executive action to a very 
large degree. We hesitate to believe that 
they are often successful in corrupting 
the bench, but they tire able to secure 
the appointment to judicial positions of 
men trained to look upon the law from 
tlte standpoint of corporations. We have 
been wholly clear of this sort of thing 
in Canada hitherto, but it must be re- 
membered that no great occasion has 
arisen for corporations to make their in- 
fluence felt ill the various ways open 
to them. We have as a people been so 
anxious to get capital invested in the 
Dominion, that we have been studious to 
discover terms that will he regarded 
with satisfaction by those who are in 
control of the necessary funds. But 
the resources of Cuntuln are fur better 
Understood now than they have been, 
and investors are looking towards this 
country. We will welcome them, but 
right in saying that we 
d care that

to kill. The fishermen consider this 
arming of the Jnps a step which means 
civil wiir. The lishermen will ask till 
while men and Indians to govern them- 
selves accordingly, This information was 
by n Jap, who Is in sympathy | 
with the whites.' 1 

It is surely not worth while to quibble 
over expressions while such tilings as 
this are happening. We do not fear 
lliat 'here will be any bloodshed. The 
government fully appreciates the nature 
of the emergency ami will leave nothing 
undone to prevent anything of a graver 
character than what hns already hap- 
pened from occtiring. Mr. Rogers is 
quoted us saying that the while lish- 
ermen tire not going to give mi the fish- 
ing on the Fraser. We are sure that 
tlie general public does not wunt them 
to give it up, but it is equally deter- 
mined th.tt men who tire unwilling to 
work shull not prevent others from work- 
ing.

CANADIAN JUSTICE. 

Washington Paper Admires Dominion's 
Thoroughness in Dealing With 
Criminals. 

Some people in this country may tit 
times be dispose. 1 to ijiiestion Onniiiliiin 
law or lo criticise Oniisidinii methods of 
government, says the Spokane Spokes- 
man-Rev lew, but there lias certainly been 
no reus.. n to Iin.l fault with the manner 
in which the Dominion ileitis with crimi- 
nals, no mutter whnl their station or the 
cbnrat'ter of their wrong-doing may be. 
The felon is given short shrift across the 
line His case is not tossed from court 
to court while he is fattening in jail and 
his counsel is searching for new legal 
technicalities through which justice may 
l.e defrauded. When a crime is eomjnit- 
ted in III.' Dominion the person or persons 
who committed it arc apprehended. This 
may be the work of a day or it may 
be the work of years. Certain it is 
that the authorities do not relax in their 
efforts I" run down the guilty parties, 
an. I when they are once in custody there 
is im delay before bringing them to trial 
when-, if found guilty, they arc seii- 
ttnecd to a punishment commensurate 
with the offense. 

There is no better example of Cana- 
dian thoroughness in dealing with eritni- 
mil matters than that furnished by tne 
story of tin- capture anil trial of one 
Oeorgo O'Brien, who has just been seu- 
toneed to death at Dawson. Yukon ter- 
ritory. During the winter of lSO'J-ltlOO 
three young men started out over the 

ice l'l the Klondike capital. They 

were last seen at a station called Miaito, 
some distance above the junction oi' the 
Yukon : i in 1 tho Telly. Foul play was 
suspected an. I the Canadian Mounted 
Poioc and detectives set about to un- 
ravel the mystery. All of the young 
men were Americans, but nationality 
counted for in. tiling. The authorities be- 
lieved a crime hail been committed ami 
they were determined to bring tlie guilty 
parlies to j; stice. All tile trails in the 
vicinity ,,f Minto were thoroughly searelt- 
cd; every person in the vicinity at the 
time was questioned, and those who act- 
ed suspiciously— O'Brien among them— 
were taken into custody. There bad been 
heavy fulls of snow, but nn attempt was 
made to lo.-ate the scene of the supposed 
murder. One hundred and ten days were 
spent in determining where the outrnitt 1 
had been committed. It was thought 
that the bodies had been dropped into 
the river, and three acres of ice were 
blown up iii the hope of finding them. 
Detectives came out to tlie slates and 
descended tin- fiver to the Koyuknlv. 
Nome iiiid St. Michael. The pursuit was 
vigorous and without interruption. 

Having satisfied themselves thai 

O'Brien was tlie man it. became m s- 

sary to prepare for his prosecution. Here 
the same thoroughness was displayed. 
lOighty witnesses were summoned, one 
being brought 5,(1(11) miles. Over a year 
was spent in collecting evidence in both 
Cummin and the I'nited States: and lif- 
ter u trial of thirteen nays al an ex- 
pense of more than 1( i( l.i ii in tile accused 
was found guilty and _-ivon the ex- 
treme sentence death by hanging.
